which had denied him previous admission because bis father was & strong foe of 
Communism, investigated his entire family background. This student's father, wh: 
opposed Communist encroachment upon the medicel profession, fled from Hungary 7+ 
1949, Shortly thereafter the mother of this student was hauled into Comnunis’ 
headquarters for questioning. For almost one yeer thereafter both he and bis 

mother were continuously questioned concerning the whereabouts of the father. lu 
1951 the father, © yesident of Western Europe, passed away. Upon his death, she 
Communist secret police relaxed in their efforts to extract confessions and dever- 
mine the whereabouts of the father. His death, “hen known to the Communists, vex 
apparently a blessing in so far as the academic career of this student was coacerned. 
Although he had successfully completed the Matura in 1949, he was not admitted wotal 
the fall semester of 1952.

finally Fulfilled for 1 now nave the opportunity to learn to become a doctor. My 
residence at. Szeged is a short distance from the State Medical College of Hungary. 
I have been given a fine warm room which contains a bathroom, running water seth 
hot and cold, and incidentally, there.1s a_small_balcony. My food is quite reason- 
ables in fact, it costs only. six florins [forins/ weekly. I can objectively say 
that my living circumstances are good and that the state does provide us wita 
everything, but everything must follow a prescribed order. As an example, w: 
students are not permitted to leave the University without permission and mugs

in our rooms by eleven o'clock evenings. We are never permitted to stay over 


night beyond the campus. A typical day in the study of medicine might be summed 
up as follows:

nIt is obligatory to be out of bed and dressed for calisthenics at 6:00 AM. 
"Our calisthenics or gymnastics, under the direction of an instructor, con- 
sume about 15 minutes. 


"We then don our daily attire and from 6:45 until 7:30 AM we gather together 
into groups of 15 or 16 students. During this time we read the journais and 
discuss the political significance of the contents. (Political indoctrination).
